The committee, under the terms of 
its appointment, has full power to 
extend its relief operations, and will 
probably begin work at onee in the 
city of Shanghai and other portions 
of the Province of Kiangso, where 
the terrible inundation has resulted 
in the loss of life and property.

TWO TRAINMEN KILLED. 


Engineer Mirern and Brakeman Stone 
Die in a Collision. 


Gananoque, Aug. 28.—At 3 a. m. 
yesterday an eastbound und west- 
bound freight -collided at ‘Thousand 
Island Junction on the G. T. R. 
Two of the trainmen were instantly 
killed. 

An eastttound freight on down 
track was crossing to up truck to 
give a clear track to No. 8 train, 
the Eastern Flyer. When about half 
Way on the cross-over a freight was 
seen coming on the up track. The 
morning was very foggy. The con- 
ductor of the eastbound freight sig- 
nalled the approaching train, which 
Was coming at a great rate of spced. 
The brakesman was also signalling 
the westbound train. Neither of 
these signals were answered until the 
Westbound was about 100 feet away, 
when Ingineér Mirorn applied the 
emergency brakes, but it was too 
late. We crashed into the eastbound 
train, demolishing ten cars, contain- 
ing flour and merchandise. 

The body of Brakesman Stone was 
found near the tender of the engine. 
Engineer Mirorn was also killed. His 
body is now, at 2 p. m., pinned un- 
der the engine, with from the waist 
up exposed.

Inevitable Poultry Losses. 
Beginners in poultry-rearing are 


often discuuraged by the losses 
which they sustain, They find them- 
selves unable to rear all of the 


chickens hatched and they discover 
that some folws die. But they should, 
not be discobraged, becansd’ such Is 
the common experience. 

lt is difficult to understand why, 
out of a brood of chickens all ap- 
porently of the same vigor, some 
will iive and thrive and some will 
die. But such Is a fact. Thero 
is probably a difference of constitu- 
tional vigor, though no difference Is 
apparent. The student of naturo 
knows that there is going on an end- 
fess conflict, by means of which the 
weaker specimens are eliminated and 
wonly the Stronger survive. Through 
this conflict, with the enormous 
losses entailed, nature keeps up a 
standard of constitutional yigor and 
prevents the deterioration that 
otherwise would ensue. Eyen when 
{he fostering care of man intervenes, 
this conflict dogs not wholly cense. 
Man may redace the severity of tho 
struggle, but he cannot wholly -pre- 
vent If he could, the ave 
vigor of the plants and animals uu- 
de- his care would deteriorate, A 
friend of the writer, at one time an 
extensive breeder of India Games, 
used to that bis practice was to 
turn his hens and chickens Into a 
large enclosure’ and let nate weed 
put the weaklings. If a chi nas 
not stron evough to survive, 
nvas glad to have it die. His stock 
grad a repatation for strength of 
coastitat’ou and hardinesc that made 
it much sought after. 

Eyen the chickens which arrive at 
waaiurity will dfifer in strength of 
vonstitution. At meculting-time, 
when the growth of new feathers 
makes a great draft upon the 
strength of the fowl, natural selec- 
tion weeds out some of the weakest 
fowls. It is not strange that some 
should dit at this time. A large 
breeder of Light Brahmas used to 
offer at reduced prices many fowis 
for sale just before they moulted. 
He wag led to do this because he 
found that it paid. Some of the 
fowls would not be so finely mark- 
ed after they had moulted, and 
some of them would die during the 
process. But after the moult had 
taker place, be put up lis price 
again. 

Of course much can be done to pre- 
vent the loss of chickens and fowls 
by especial care, and by the use of 
food adapted to their special needs. 
But after all has been done which 
Shuman skill can do, it is well to re-

Jn closing the interview Mr. Bur- 
fess caid it was not good business 
for him to cowplain of conditions 
which put an added profit into the 
pockets of visiting buyers, but he had 
bo hesitation In saying that the far- 
mers of Victorla County were losing 
a very Jarge sum yearly because of 
the lack of a keen, experienced buy- 
er to purchase and handle their ap- 
ple crop.

DE. COULTER GETS A DECREE. 


Interlocutory Judgment in Celebrated 
Case over Oronhyatekha's $5,000. 
New York Sun, Aug. 29th: Dr. € 

L. Coulter has obtained an int2rloeu- 

tory Judginent compelling Oronhya- 

tekha, liead of thé Independeat Or- 
der of Foresters, to restore $5,009 
to the treasury of that organiza- 
tion. 

While the suit was brought in the 
name of Dr. Coulter, it was not in 
his own interest, except as a mem- 


ber o1 the great body of Poresters 
and despite the fact that tne avtion ! 
yas in the inleregt of the organi- 


zation, ite official representatives 
wero jcinded with Oronliyatekha as 
defendants. 

Dr. Coulter's uction was based on 
the payment of $5,000 to Oronhya- 
takha for special services in con- 
nection with the planning and bulld- 
ing of the Foresters’ Temple in To- 
vento, which cest nearly $1,000,000, 
Dr. Coulter showed thnt under the 
Constituton of the Order Oronhya 
takha, as Supreme Chief Ranger, 
recvived a salary of $10,000 a year, 
He asserted that the extra pa 
ment of £5,000 was a mere gift, for 
whieli there was no authority. 

The action was brought in the Sn- 
preme Court of New York Connly. 
The defendants fought it on tha 
grounde that the plaintiff had uo 
Vogal capacity to eu, that the court 
find no jurisdiction, and that the 
Order should lave been made a pa n- 
Uff Instead of a dcfendunt. Justice 
McLean deelded against them on 
every point.

THE STRIKE SETTLES 


The C, P. R. Trackmen Will Re- 
turn to Work at Once. 


RECOGNITION OF THE UNION, 


The Terms Accepted by the Strikers 
Are Those Which the 
Committee Recommended—There 
Will Be No 
Against Men—End of Long, 


Conciliation 
Discriminations 


Determined Straggle. 


Montreal, Aug. 31.—The strike of 
the trackmen on the C. P. R., which 
has lasted nearly eleven weeks, was 
settled yesterday, and the men all 
returned to work forthwith. Word 
to this effect was wired to every 
Superintendent of the line immedi- 
ately after a conference between Mr. 
D. McNicoll, Second Vice-President, 
and Mr. J. TLennan of the Train- 
men’s Brotherhood. The different 
committees, engineers, firemen and 
trainmen, had been recently in daily 
intercourse with the company and 
the trackmen, They have always 
favored the adoption of the recom- 
mendation of the Conciliation Com- 
mittee, 
in bringing the 
views. 

The official statement given out 
by Mr. D. MecNicoll, the General 
Manager of the Canadian Pacific, 
was very brief. ‘‘The strike,’’ he 
said, “‘has been declared off, an 
agreement to that effect having been 
reached between the committee of 
trainmen and myself. The-basis of 
Settlement is that recommended by 
the Committee of Conciliation from 
the other orders of railway work- 
men. It includes terms favorable to 
the men in regard to reinstatement, 
in the positions they held before the 
Strike, the recognition of their or 
der, but the wages remain unchanged 
from the terms offered by the com- 
pany in June last.’”’ 

Torms of Agreement. 


The terms which were arranged be- 
tween the Board of Conciliation, con- 
sisting of heads of railway brother 
hoods and the management, and 
which have now been accepted by 
the trackmen are as follows: 

“The second vice-president and gen- 
eral manager will approve circular 
Setting out the pay for trackmen in- 
creased, and also reciting rules and 
regulations Governing the employ- 
ment and service of the trackmen, 
and at the end of one year from this 
date, if the trackmen of the Canad- 
jan Pacific Railway Company have 
eficcted a responsible and workable 
organization the company will meet 
a committee and grant them a sche 
dule, provided, however, that such 
schedule shall only apply to foreman 
and first and second men of one 
years’ standing in the company’s ser- 
vice, and neither the schedule nor 
any of its conditions shall apply to 
others employed, either on section 
Work or on extra gangs, nor shill 
any committee representing the or- 
ganization at any time interfere or 
attempt to interfere with the rela- 
tions between the company and em- 
Ployes in its maintenance-of-way de- 
partment to whom the said schedule 
will not apply as above set forth. 

“The company will reinstate all 
men in their respective positions, 
provided such positions have not 
been filled under promise of permany 
ency during the absence of strikers 
In the case of positions having been 
filled, the company will give such re- 
maining men preference in filling 
other similar positions os near to 
their old location as possible. This 
clause not to be applicable to those 
who have been guilty of violence. 

‘The fact that men have been en- 
aged in the strike shal] not preju- 
dice their position once they are re 
stored to the service. 

“The company will always be glad 
to meet any committee of its em- 
ployes, whether engaged in the main- 
tenance-of-way or any other depart- 
Ment, for the purpose of discussing 
suggestions calculated to remove any 
disadvantages under which the men 
may labor, or to promote the inter- 
ests of the company. a

The train was made up at Sodus 
Point, and consisted of four coach- 


es, a baggage car and engine, with 
William Mosher at the throttle. 
Chester Flagler was fireman. Con- 


ductor H. S. Merriman of Sodus 
Point was in charge of the train. 

The train was running at nearly 
40 miles an hour. Approaching the 
station at Fairvyille, there is a curve i 
and gravel pit. For some reason 
the engine Jumped the tracks while | 
passing the gravel pit. The force of 
the accident turned the engine com- 
pletely around, throwing the five 
cars on their sides. The train load 
of some 150 passengers was thrown : 
into the ditch, and it is a wonder 
that the numbér of fatally injured is 
not greater. 

The engine and all the cars were 
badly broken up, and the steampipes ! 
running under the cars were broken 
in several places. This accounts for 
the large number of persons scald- 
ed. Aid Was quickly summoned 
from the neighboring houses, and all 
the assistance possible was render- 
ed. Word was sent to Sodus and 
Newark for physicians, and a spe- 
cial containing five doctors left New- 
ark at 6.45 o’clock. Upon its ar- 
rival the Newark passengers were 
placed aboard and hastened to New- 
ark, Five were sent to Rochester 
hospitals. 

Rev. Dr. Burgess, one of the in- 
jured, was 25 years pastor of the 
Park Presbyterian Church at New 
York, and is the father of W. CG. and 
FE. H. Burgess, editors of The Arca- 
dian Weekly Gazette of this place. 
He is 783 years old, and it is doubt- 
ful whether he will recover. Mrs. 
Burgess is also among the seriously 


injured. 
Coroner BE. P. Thatcher took 
charge of Mosher’s body, and will 


hold an inquest. i 

Howard Tubbs, the ticket agent at 
Sodus Point, who was on the engine 
With Engineer William Mosher, was 
badly scalded and otherwise imjur- 
ed.

History of the Case. 


Dawson, Y¥. T., Aug. 23, via Se- 
attle, Aug. 30.—George O’Brien, the 
murderer of Clayson, Olson and 
Relfe, was hanged at 7.30 o'clock 


yesterday morning. He declared his 
innocence to the last, and cursed the 
prosecutor, the judge and the jury 
as he mounted the scaffold. Death 
was instantaneous. 
History of the Case. 

Clayson and Relfe, two of the 
three murdered men, were geld-dig- 
gers, and the third, Qleson, was an 


employe of the Government tele 
graph line. On Dec. 17, 1899, a 
year and eight months ago, Clay- 


Son and Relfe started to get out of 
the Yukon, each carrying a few 
thousand dollars in gold, besides 
Some nuggets, ina sack. On the 
Christmas Eve féllowing they arriv- 
ed at Minto Road House, situated 
in a wild and lonely spot anout two 
hundred miles from Dawson. Here 
they were joined by Oleson. He had 
come irom a station above called 
Ifutchiku to mend a break in the 
line. His work was finished, he re- 
mained over night at Minto, and on 
Christmas moruing, after a hearty 
breakfast, the three men started out 
On their Qhristmas Day journey up 


the trail to Hutchiku, which under 
ordinary conditions they should 
have reached at nightfall. They 


never arrived at Mutchiku, nor were 
any of them ever seen ajive. But 
six months ater, when the Yukon 
waters were low, three dcad bodies 
were found on the sandbars some 
distance below Minto. All had bul- 
let wounds in their skulls, and there 
Was no difficulty in identifying them 
as the bodies of the three missing 
men. The Northwest Mounted Fo- 
lice worked unremittingly for many 
months on the case. O’Brien bad 
been early arrested as a suspect, and 
gradually a chain of circumstantial 
evidence was woven, which was 
amply sufficient for conviction. 5° 
case cost the Canadian Government 
$100,000 from first to last. Since 
his conviction O’Brien had tehaved 
very badly, cursing his guards and 
all who have had to do with him. 
He made a desperate attempt at 
suicide on August 1st by trying to 
choke himself with a handkerchiof, 
but was detected by his guards. His 
outcries in his cell were so dread- 
ful that for some weeks before the 
execution the ladies of Dawson re- 
frained from Passing near the jail.

Ottawa, Aug. 29:—The great event ;

ranges. Col. Gibson occupied the 
chair, having on his right His Ex- 
cellency the Governor-General, andj;

Borden, Minister of Militia. The re- 
maining seats were occupied by a 
representative .attendamce of the 
lending riflemen of Canada. After 
full justice had been done to the ex- 
cellent menu, a short toast list was 
honored.

In reply His Wxcellency, who was

The 
Minister in the course of an eloquent 
speech gave his predecessors the cre- 
dit of having done their best for 
the militia, and said that it had 
been his good fortune to be con- 
fronted with splendid opportunities. 
In 1897 the Government sent a con- 
tingent to London to take part in 
the greatest demonstration the 
world has ever seen, on the occasion 
of the Diamond Jubilee of her late 
Majesty.

In Labor's Cause. 
The August nuniber of the Labor 
Gazette, issued by thé Department 
of Labor, Ottawa, shows that there 
have only been fourteen strikas dur- 
ing the month of July as compared 
with 28 begun in June. Of these 
some had been settled while six 
teen were carried over into August. 
Of the strikes settled during the 
month live were unsuvcessful. In 
these five 809 men had gone out of 


65 establishments. Durluz the 
month four strikes were settled 
amicably. The most important of 


these was that of the fiye thousand 
salmou canners in) British Columbia, 
who went out, demanding twelye and 
a half cents instead of ten cents 
for each fish caught They compro- 
mised on one quarter, of this in- 
crease. Forty tinsmiths went out In 
Toronto to get the minimum seale 
of wages fixed and were successful. 
At Sydney 400 brickiayers went vut 
asking that their day be shortened 
to nine hours. A sgottlement was 
quickly made for a nine-hour day, 
with nine hours pay. Six stonecut— 
ters went out in Toronto against 
the bnportation by their firm of non- 
union cut-stone and were successful. 
Of all the twenty-three strikes of 
the. mont: in Canada the only ons 
which gave an remunerative advant- 
age to the strikers was that of the 
salipon-canners, who are to get two 
and a half cents more per fish) for 
one-quarter of the eateh. In ob 
taining this concession, which ap-— 
parently ‘lasts onty for the season, 
five thousand striking fishermen lost 
twenty days’ pay. This then, the 
only financially successful strike, has. 
achieved a serious net loss to the 
Strikers on the whole transaction, 
All other strikes for an increase of 
pay have either failed or are still un—

Such pro- 
positions are not good for the shary- 
holders, and it is advisable to iook 
carefully into these matters when 
asked to subscribe. No business of 
such mapnitude as a sugar factory 
ean be started without great Px. 
pense, but when outsiders are offsr- 
ed such a large commission as ten 
per- cent., and there are the’ pro- 
moters and others ahead of him also 
to be paid, i€ would look as though 
the shareholders are paying too 
“dear for thelr whistle.’ Don't be 
led away by the promises of yery 
largo Cividends; investigate the mat- 
ter and find out where you are at 
before signing your nanie to any 
stock shee?. A business that will 
stand $50,000 cxpense for securing 
stock must indeed be a gool one.

CAPT. BENNETT’S CAPTURE. 


Plucky Vanceuver Isey Led a Detachment 
of 90 Azuinst 4,000. 


Vancouver, B. C©.,. Sept. 6.— Par- 
ticulars have been received here of 
the capture of Capt. Bennstt of the 
South African Constabulary at the 
hands of Gen. Dewet himself on July 
11 ‘last. Capt. Bennett left Van- 
couver a few months ago to accept 
& captaincy in the Constabu'ary. In 
the fight, Capt. Bennett's command, 
consisting of 90 men, was corfront- 
ed by a Boer force of 4,000, losing 
four killed, six wounded and 24 cap- 
tured. The Boers reported seyen 
killed and 24 younded.’ The Con- 
stabulary consisted of two detach- 
ments of 80 each from the 10th ard 


15th troops, recruited in England, 
and 380 Western Canadiaus. The

WINNERS AT SEA GIRT. 


How Cavadians Won From the All-Amer 


foan Team in the World Champion- 


ship Competition. 


New York, Sept. 6—The Canadian 
and American riflemen had a long 
session yesterdwy on the State rifle 
ranges at Sea Girt, N. « in the 
contest for the American Centennial 
Palma trophy, emblematic of the 
world’s championship, and the Can- 
adians jwon by a margin of 28 
points, the tinal score being, Can= 
ada, 1,522; American, 1,494. 

The utmost good fellowship pre- 
vailed throughout the match, which 
was very close up to the last stage. 
Two of the members of the Ulster 
Rifle Association of Belfast, Ireland 
W. T. Braithwaite and Thomas Rob- 
ertson, acted as coaches for the Do- 
minion representatives, ond the 
Americans had Gen. B. W. Spencer 
with some of his officars attending 
to them in a sim&¥ar capacity. 

The conditions of the contest call- 
ed for the use of the national arm 
of the country represented by the 
teams, so that it was practically ao 
duel between the American Krag and 
tho English Lee-Enfield weapons. The 
Canadians used “Orthoscopic sights, 
while the Americans had the service 
sights. 

Lieut. Leisear of Washington, D. 
C., made the highest collective and 
best individual score in the match, 
which was shot in three stages, 800, 
900 and 1,000 yards. Each of the 
teams of eight men had 15 shots at 
each of these distances. 

The carbine team match was won 
by tho men from the First Troop of 
National Guard of New Jersey. This 
match was shot over the 200 and 
500 yard ranges, ond resulted in a 
tie between the Essex men and the 
Pennsylvania squadron, each having 
a total of 205. 

But, as the Jersey riflemen had a 
better aggregate score over the low- 
er #ange the Pennsylvanians had to 
taky, second place. Squadron “‘A’’ 
of New York was next with 184 and 
Troop “A’’ of Marland fourth with 
180.

WHEAT Is GRADING UP WELL 


Large Percentage of That Iuspected Ee- 
gistered No. 1 Hord. 


| Winnipeg, Sept. 7—Reports from 


the railroad companies as to the 
Progress of threshing and wheat de- 
liveries will amount up to nearly 
100,000 bushels. Inspector Horn’s 
daily report of cars inspected here 
shows a steady increase each day. 
The first of the week started with 20 
cars inspected here, out of which 12 
cars graded No. 1 hard; Tuesday had 
54 cars, with 30 No. 1 hard; Wed- 
nesday 70 cars, with 39 No. 1 hard, 
and yesterday 98 cars were in- 
spected, 46 grading No. 1 hard and 
42 No.1 northern. For the month of 
August 507 cars were inspected, 78 
cars, or 64,740 bushels, grading No. 
1 hard, 41 cars of this being raw 
wheat. The percentage of No. 1 hard 
‘ wheat is shown up by Mr. Horn to 
be large and very satisfactory. On 
the lighter soil the grade grown is 
generally No. 1 northern. This dis- 
Proves the statement made by some 
grain buyers that a large percentage, 
in fact the bulk of the wheat, would 


grade No. 1 northern instead of No. 
1 hard.

A SHORT SKETUOM OF A DE 
LIGHTEUL MOLIDAY TRIP. 


(Written for The Brening Post)

Tt has always been a part of the 
writer's creed that It pays the busi4 
ness man, in these days of keen com- 
petition for trade and ambition to 
reach the top notch before the 
other fellow, to calla halt now and 
again, drop work, throw business 
cares to the winds, and hic away to 


over this part of the great bay, 
with its fresh, pure and invigorating 
breezes. terminated altogether too 
quickly. Our return to Midland was 
inad@ in thme to secure a spanking 
team handled by a young but olul- 
fashioned Jehu, to reach Penetang 
before sundown, The arlye over the 
his and through the pine-scented 
woods was a glorious finlsh for a 
evjoyable day. 

Our rest ng place at Penetang was 
the Hotel Canada, one of the best ap 
po'nt-d aud most admirably conduct- 
ed small hotels In Ontario. Here we 
made the acquaintance of Dr. Reave, 
the fumoag oculist, of Toronto, who, 
with Mrs Reeve, had been sojourning 


here> for somo tine. Wednesday 
morning found us up bright nd 
early, ready to explore the beauties 


of this romantic Itile town, of which 
we had heard so much. According to 
history, the first selticment on the 
pay was made at Penctangulshene. 
Ovr Koman Catholic friends have 
orectea. here a very handsome Ca- 
thedral (not yet finished) in com- 


notar’s restful _and refreshing 
scenes; also that it pays well to do 
this before ‘tired nature becomes 
fagged with overwork and the holl- 
day fs made’ compulsory by the doc- 
tor's orders. The proper time for 
recreation is when one isin good 
health. 

In'our humble opinion the business 
man that fancies his absence from 
the deck for a day or two would re- 
result in the stranding of lis craft, 
m&k sa mistake. it might nican the 
loss.of a shekel or two at the time, 
which woull be easily regain’éd with 
the renewed vigor picked up during 
ths recreaton, however short. 
There are now so many delightful 
trips available and within reach of 
the busiest of men that no difficulty 
shoul] b2 found in choosing ao route. 

For young psople there is no more 
beneficial nor jollier outing than a 
camping expedition to some of our 
charming northern riyers and 
Jakse, but as one grows older camp 
life los2s some of its attractions, and 
a little better protection than a can- 
vas roof is more to the liking. 

Neyer having done the far-famed 
Georgian Bay, this was selected as 
our

for ‘a short vacation this year. 
Through the kindness of Mr. Geo. 


Wilder, the obliging O.A. of the G.T. 
R. we s:cured a coupon ticket good 
for two persons reading as follows: 
Lindsay to Midjand’ per G.T.R.; Mid- 
land to Parry Sound via inside chan- 
D_] per the Northern Navigation Co: ; 
(Parry Sound to Rose Polnt via the 
Parry Sound Yacht Flect; Rose 
Point te Mapie Lake via Canada 
Atlantic Railway; Maple Lak2 to 
Port Cockburn, Lake Joseph, via 
Sword’s stage; Port Cockburn to 
Gravenhurst via the Muskoka Nayi- 
gatien Co.; Grayenhurst to Lindsay 
via GTR. As this route may be 
new to some of the readers of The 
Post, a brief description of it may 
be of some interest. 

In the summ’r of 1865—just thirty- 
six years ago this month—we were 
making our: first trip to the north- 
ern Lakes via the Port Hope and 
Lindsay Railway. The train was 
slowly climbing th2 heavy grade near 
Millbrosk when a gust of windcar- 
ried off the writer’s hat. The con- 
ductor standing on the platform of 
the@ar dropped off, secured the 
headgear ani caught his train. The 
Souductor was our ofd Port Hope 
friend Richard Boundy. Dick is still 
taking tickets over the same old 
Tun, and while perhaps not quite 
s0 sprightly in Jumping “off trains 
for Stray hats owing to inecréasing 
portly proportions, he is the same 
ebligmg and popular official as af 


old. May his shadow meyer grow 
less. 
Upon our changing trains at 


Blackwat2r we found another old 
(Port Hope boy in charge in the per- 
£01 of Concuctor L:thbridge. Wh: 
ever one travels by rail one meets 
with old Port Hopsrs, and we ven- 
turc to assert that no better class 
of railway officials even donned the 
uniform of any railway. 


Passing Waubau -bene 


and Victoria Harbor, with their big 
mil's and extensive lumber piles, Mid- 
fand was r_ached at 1.20. Stage was 
waiting here to connect with the 
steamer at Penetang, (having called 
at Midland an hour or two before.) 
We decided to linger here for the 
afternoon and do this—one’of our 
most preg: ssive and prom a ng hual- 
n-sj towns. Th> Queen’s hotel bus 
couyeyed us to that comfortable 
hest-lry, where dinner wae taken. 
Midland’s business street is hardly 
up to Lindsay's fino Kent-st., but its 
merchants app ar to be wide-asyake. 
Storcs are numerous, with evidence 
of keen comp tition in al! lines. 


Af- 
ter making a few necessary pur- 
chases ‘at Neighbor Govgh's fine 


store we found our way to Midland’s 
magnificent harbor, said to be one 
of the most commodious and safest 
on Canada’s Great Lakes. 

The two large elevators are build- 
ings of intcr.st to strangers and are 
of great Importance to the trade 
of the town. In charge-of the 
Grand Trunk clevatora we were 
pleased to meet Mr. Joho Preston, 
years ago w# respected resident 
of Port Hops. Mr. Preston has for 
mapdy years been a prominent resi- 
dent of Mijland, one of his sons being 
@ meniber of the well-known firm of 
Playfair, Preston & Co. A little lat- 
er oa Mr. Preston accompanied us on 
a crulse out on the glorious Bay on 
tho steam yach€ “Conqueror,” which 
we had chartered for the trip. 

Some seven miles but we called at 
th= beautiful isiand formrriy owa-d

but jiow the properly of our friends 
the Currie family, the extensive 
n ckve ir manu‘acturers of T.ronto. 
Th. {lind coutains some forty 
acreg, most of it being well wooded, 
with charming shady nooks and ro- 
mantle walks extending in all di- 
rections. The Louse fs na summer 
palace with every convenience and 
comfort that heart could desire or 
money ecure. In the absence of Mr. 
Ed. Caurrle,; who had gone to Pene- 
tang on his steam yacht, we were

connected with the early history of 
the Jesuit Fathers at this point. 
The town Is beautifully situated on 
the slope of a hill overlooking the 
bay. I is an up-to-date town, ha¢- 
ing fins, well-kept streets, a good 
water system, and electric Nghting. 
Many of the private residences arc 
quite clegart, surrounded with beau: 
tiful gardens and well-kept lawns. 
Some very charming views were en- 
jJoyed as we drove along the ridge 
overlooking the town. A conplo of 
miles or so out is situated, in! a fine 
pine grove, the Penetangulshene: ho- 
tel, oue of the most commodious and 
popular suimm¢r resorts on the Geor- 
gian Bay. Tho situation is excellent, 
commanding from its spacions gal- 
leries a splendid view of the bay. 
Its haudsomo and well shaded lawns 
reach the water’s edge. It hag its 
own wharf, at which the steamers 
eall daily. ‘The hotel has accommod- 
atiou for four hundred guests, and 
at ihe time of our visit the house 
wae full. 

Following the same ridge read a 
mile or so further on. we reached 
tho Provincial 


Reformatory for Boys. 
Driving op to the big barred gates, 
no sounds of any kind were heard 
—all was as quiet and still ag a Lind- 
say Sunday. Pulling the rope of the 
big bell, which hung over the gate- 
way, a small door opened and a 
guard made his app2arunce, who in- 
formed us that this was the insti- 
tutiou's huliday; the boys, some 139 
in number, had gone up the bay on 
an excursion. Upcu application at 
{he office the guard secured laostruc- 
tions te show us through. Within 
th> high enclosure are several mas- 
sive stoue buildings, to reach which 
you pass through pretty flower gar- 
dens with beautifuliy kept walks and 
green lawns. Nearby is an exten- 
sive vegetable garden and a small 
farm, where the boys are introduc- 
ed te garden and farm work. There 
are also workshops, in which trades 
are learned under skilled masters. 
As “all work and no play makes Jack 
a dull boy,” provision is also made 
for games and sports. There are 
spaciois playgrounds upon which, af- 
ter hours, games of baseball, _la- 
crosse and cricket are indulged in. 
‘There is also a music-room for the 
Poys Own Bras3 Band, which at 
pres:pt is a good one, so the guard 
informed us. 

Ent riog the main building, you aro 
impressed with the order ‘and clean- 
liness prevailing everywhere — the 
kitchens, dining-rooms, dormitories, 
ali ar2 in p-rfect order, and scrupul- 
ously clean. One dormitory con- 
tains sixty-five iron bedsteads, at 
night cach bed being occupied by a 
rtal_living boy. One can but imag- 
ine the activity of the scene at 


‘Lurning In And Out) Time. 


Of cours, no disorder is permitted, 
the guards being -always present. 
Lights are out at 9 a.m, and then 
eilznce must prevail. There ar2 two 
one Protestant, the otaer 
—in which service is “held 
every morning, and all the boys 
have to be present. Over the en- 
trance to the several rooms are to 
be seen -mottoes painted in ~ plain 
letters. We only had time to read 
afew of them; two only do we re- 
member. O1c read this way. ‘If no- 
pody loves you, be sure it’s your 
own fault?” The other was one of 
Lord Nelson’s famous sayings, viz. 
“J owe everything in the world to 
being a quarter of an hour before 
hand.” While there are maay things 
fh atd<about tho buildings that are 
pleasant to rememb:r, the visitor is 
reminded that he is in a prison by 
the dotrs ani windows, wiieh are 
barred ani lock<d. Some of the 
floors and steps are of stone, and 
before we left the guard conduct- 
ed us down below and pointed oat to 
us the 
Dark and Lonely Cells, 


in which bad boys, who disobey or- 
ders, haye to be put and kept in 
1 t ry confincm-nt uutil they come 
to thelr senses. In leaving this un- 
fortunably Necessary Institution, two 
thoughts run through tie mind; 
Virst, one of sadness that our Can- 


adian boys, blessed with such edu- 
cational and roligious privileges, 
sho-l! mako it peecssary for thie 


government to maintain such a cor- 
rective institution, in which over a 
hundred lads, ranging from ten to 
twenty-one years of age, have to be 
confined; the other thought is one 
of gati¢faction that punishment and 
correction are tempered with so 
much mercy and kindness. This in- 
stitution is so beautifully situated 
th-t the vizws from the windows 
sho2)1 inspire the boy, however low 
he may have fallen, with a desire 
to become good and pure again. We 
are of the opinion that the boy, that 
loaves this reformatory unimproved 
in morals should be sent to the In- 
curable Asylum. 

Two-thirty found us on board the 
fine steamer, “City of Toronto,” and 
shortly after, the vessel wags steam- 
ing up the bay, wending its way in 
and out among its 


Thirty-Three Thousand Islands. 


Our fellow passengers were mostiy 
Amcrican tourists; lik> oursclyis, do- 
ing this trip for the first time. The 
afternoon was gloriously fine and 
warm cvyeryboly In excelent spirits, 
all on pleasure bent. A large flock 
of sea gulls followed the steamer 
all the afternoon and much amuse- 
mont was created by the passengers 
throwiug fragments from the kiteh- 
en overboarl! and watching the 
scrambls of the birds in securlog 
them. 

For the first few milca the scenery 
wos rather tame, the islands belng 
low and barren. The course of the 
steamer was through what is known 
av the inside channel. As far as the 
eye can reach islands are to be seen 
in all directions, They are of all 


sizos and shapzs; some of them are 
no bigger than Lindsay's watering 
cart, others would take in the whole 
of Sturgeon Polnt. In some places 
tho channel Is so narrow and wind- 
ing that ono wonders if the Captain 
has nol made a mistake and got off 
his course, with danger of running 
ashore. The signal bell rings, tho 
engine slows down until it hardly 
moves, a sharp turn is mode and the 
big vessel quickly glides through an 
opening so narrow that you fancy 
you cam feel the ship seraping the 
rocks on either slde. 

From Sans Souel 
to Parry Sound tho seenery sur- 
passes anything that we haye ever 
witnessed cither in Muskoka or on 
tho St Lawrence, the countless Is- 
lands, winding channels and narrow 
passagor, with the wide 
str-teh s experienced now and again, 
bringing distant headlands and high 
bluffs of the mainland into ylew, all 
combining to produce such a glori- 
ous over-chinging plotire that is far 
beyond the powers of this amateur 
writer to describe. About 8 p.m. we 
pissod through the fine iron dravw- 
bridge of the Canada Atlantic Rail- 
way; a few minutes later Rose 
Point was reached, and across the 
bay were seen the lights of Parry 
Sound. Half-an-hour later we were 
at the wharf, many of the passen- 
gers rushing up the steep hill to the 
hotel Belvidere to secure accommod- 
ation, which was reported to be 
limited. In due time, after exercis- 
ing a little patience, our party had 
all registered, and were allotted 
rooms; those not exactly sulted were 
promis:d better things in the morn- 
ing. Th? Pan-American has brought 
hundreds of American tourists this 
way, consequently the accommoda- 
tion of the hotel is taxed to the nt- 
most. Many of our Yankee friends 
remain at one place but a day or 
two. but they usually manage to se- 
curc the best of everything going; 
money being no object with them, 
they ag a rule get the preference. 
Hotel managers are the same the 
worll over—the man with the larg-

250 Killed or Captured Wirhin 
Three or Four Days. 


Completely Surrounded by the Cape 
Mounted Rifles and the Ninth Lancers 
=—They Took Refoge in a Shed into 
Which the British 


Concentrated

Was Awful. 


Pretoria, Sept. $—Over 250 Boers 
have been killed’ or captured in the 


Jast three or four days. Col. Wil- 
liams captured 20 burghers in the 
Magielsburg and Gen. Grenfell al- 


most caught the Boer Commandant 
Beyer, who only escaped after a hard 
ride of 10 mile He took a Jand- 
drost prisoner. 

Col. Rimington had an engazement 
east of Kroonstad, in which he kill- 
ed four Boers and captured 20, in 
addition to Many wagons and a 
quantity of stock. 

Cols. Benson and Copleeyv effected 
two surpri on the Boers in the vi= 
cinity of Middieborg, Gape Colony, 
in which the burghers lost 20 men. 
Col. Murray captured six more at 
Vryburg. 

Col. Scobell, acting in conjunction 
with the Cape Mounted Rifles, who 
held the pass, captured Lotter's and 
Wan Broedem’s commandocs at Pic- 
tersburg, killing 19 and capturing 
104, of whom 46 were wounded. The 
total strength of the Boers in Cape 
Colony is now estimated at only 
800. 


LOTTER’S DEFEAT. 


Details of Awful Fire 
Against His Commando.

Cape Town, Sept. 8—The details 
of the fight in which Lotter’s com- 
mando was captured by Col. Scobell 
have just been received here. It ap- 
pears that Col. Scobell surprised 
Lotter, who had laagered in? the 
centre of a basin surrounded by 
ridges. The Boers oceupied two 
kraals and a shed into which the 
Boer pickets rushed all the wounded. 
The Cape Mounted Rifles and the 
Ninth Lancers surrounded the posi- 
tion completely. 

The first British volleys, which 
were fired at daylight, stampeded 
the Boers’ horses. The burghers,

Nevertheles: the Boers 
continued firing and a private of the 
Lancers, who galloped forward to 
receive the surrender, was shot 20 
yards from the shed. The firing 
then ceased as Commandant Lotter 
came from the shelter and surrender- 
ed. The shed presented a terrible 
spectacle. The dead and wounded 
were lying in all positions. 

Col. Scobell’s disposition of his 
force was admirable and he outma- 
noeuvred Commandant Lotter com- 
pletely,

The main purpose of 
the act is to insure that the name 
of the packer and address are put on 
every closed package of fruit, and 
that the fruit is not branded as fin- 


est, best or extra good unless of 
a quality that may be designated by 
these or similar terms. Then the 


fruit shall not be fraudulently pack- 
ed by having the package faced by 
fine specimens while the bottom or 
middle of the box is filled with in- 
ferior fruit. The act will apply 
alike for fruit for export and for 
sale on the home macket. The in- 
spectors will begin their duties at 
once, and while at first they will be 
occupied perhaps chiefly in giving 
information regarding ihe act and 
its enforcement, they will also take 
action in any cases of evident fraud. 

Mr Thomas Russell, one of the 
largest fruit importers of Glasgow, 
also had an interview with the in- 
spectors on Saturday, and told them 
the conditions under which the fruit 
ade was handled in Scotland. He 
remarked that most’ of the fruit 
from Canada was handled in an hon- 
est manner, and Canadian fruit had

THE MARITIME PROVINCES. 


Gyer 3,000 Miles by Rail and Steamer 
—The Grand 3ervice Afforded by 
the Intercolonial, ‘the People’s Rail- 
way.” 

On the 15th of August Mr. G. H. 
Wilson publisher of The Post foin- 
ed a party composed of the lead- 
{pg journalists of the province, to 
take u trip through the Maritime 
Provinces in order to better ac- 
quaint themselyes with the resources 
and possibilities of the eastern part 
of cur great Dominion, The first 
stage of the Journey was commenced 
by boarding the 10.40 train for Port 
Hope, where close connection for 
Montreai was made with tlie now 
famous train, the Int-rnutional Lito 


} ited, on the main line of the G.-T.R., 


which makes the run between Tor- 
onto and Montreal in six hours, 
that formerly took twelye. ‘his 
train is composed entirely of yesti- 
bnle cars, of the most modern con- 
struction. The train is niade up of 
most elegantly 
day coaches, s2veral first-class cars, 
whick are very little Jess-elezant 
thap the Pulimans, and a bazgage 
ear. Although the train necessarily 
ruvs at times faster than a mile a 
mainute no discomfort was experi- 
enced owing to the perfect condi- 
tion of the roadbed. We left Port 
Hope at 1 o'clock and wer ljanded 
in Montreal at 7 o'clock in time for 
Supper and without that wearied 
feeling which usually aceonipanics a 
railroad journey of that length 

The morning of Thursday was tak- 
€n up in preparing for the eastern 
journey, and tbe secretary of the 
Association, Mr. Law, and bis assist- 
ants, were indeed yery busy men. 
12.30 on Thursday was the tour 
named for the departure. About 90 
mcmbers of the Press Association, 
with their jadies, were early on hand, 
The party were welcomed by man;

It was 
composed of four combinatian Pull- 
man sleepers, just from the shops, 
built ou the most modern plans and 
fitted with all the latest conyeni- 
lences to make the life of the trayel- 
ler a yery comforlable one. A 
first-class dining car, with a shet 
end assistants, was a most inviting 
feature of the train, A baggage car 
and a Colonist sleeper for the em- 
ployees were also Provided, and the 
private car of Mr. Tiffin, the ‘Traf- 
fic Manager, was attached. A start 
was made at 1°.380 on Thursday, Aug. 
15th, and we began to realize that 
We were fairly on the move when a 
sprightly official announced that 
lunch was being sarveil in the dining 
car. You y be sure that it was 
not necesss to repeat the invila- 
ot. Th: dining ear s-ryice, by the 
way, has only been established oa 
the row about thrss years, but is 
now the pride of the officers. It 
is run in connection with the Mari- 
time Express, which is satd to be one 
of the very finest trains in every 
respect on the continent. One can 
but marvel at the variety and Tigh: 
quality of the meals served on these 
ears, anid the large patronage be- 
stowed by all classes of passengers 
Is an evidence of ths popularity of 
the service. The cars are beauti- 
fully finshed In maliofany inlaid 
With hghter woods. The ceilings are 
of green aud gold in the Empire style 
and the Moors are coyered with Wil 
ton rugs. Movable leather-coyered 
chairs, with plenty of room, are 
very desiriblo feature.

The United States papers are full 
of suggestions with reference to the 
suppression of anarchists.

It has 
been said that where men can say 
what they will plotting against so- 
ciety loses half its attraction. Yet 
in the States, where free speech pre- 
yails, the Anarchist is dealing his 
deadliest blows. |The explanation 
may be found in the tremendous flow 
of Coutinental peoples into the 
States, the wave carrying with it a 
host of moral strays and waits. 
These human derelicts are not to be 
debited to American civilization. 
They are distinctly foreiga and can- 
not be regarded as anatural or 
permanent part of society on this 
continent.

Oa motion Mr. James Graham, 
Warden of the County, was heard 
by Council. Mr. Graham, in opening 
complimented Mayon Ingle and ae 
-olleagues on the improvements ef- 
Ce in the town hall building, 
whieh gave them the usa of 80 
elaborate a chamber; Jt was cer- 
tainly a change for the better, and 
he did not wonder that the members 
met in it almost every night, as le 
understood was the custom. Then’ 
turning to the business in hand, Mr. 
Graham said he appeared ‘before 
them to present a question in which 
the people of the town and their re- 
presentatives in council should | be 
very deeply interested—the possibil- 
ity that the county mignt take ad- 
yantage of the-proyisions of the lo- 
cal improvement act setting aside 
one million dollars to aid In the con- 
struction of good roads throughout 
the province. Assistance would be 
granted on the basis of acreage, and 
Victoria Couuty’s portion would be 
$25,90U. In order to secure that aid 
the County would have to raise 
$51,000 or $2 for each dollar of 
government money This yyould give 
a totai fund of $76,500, which would 
have to be expended within 10 years 
The expenditure woald apply only to 
country roads—no portion of the sum 
could De expended on the streets of 
Lindsay or any of the incorporated 
villages in the county, vet Lindsay 
was a large contributor to the coun- 
ty rates; only two municipalities— 
Mariposa and Ops—paid more for 
county purposes. While Lindsay 
streets would not benefit by the ex- 
penditure of the $76,500, the 
down's Share of the rate for good 
ar [o> a 


roads would be $471 per 
period of 20 years. 

‘Ald. Sinclair—“And) you ask us to 
pay that sam and get nothing—it’s 
ridiculous.” :

Warden Graham, proceeding, said 
that as one of a committee appoint- 
ed by the County Council he had iaid 
{he scheme before the Council of 
every municipality that took any in- 
t rest in the matter. A special m2et- 
ing of the County Council would be 
held on Sept. 23rd, aud on that day 
dhe representatives of the yarious 
municipalities would either endorse 
or reject the scheme. Tt would be 
well for the Council of Lindsay to 
give the question very careful con- 
sdicration before that date. He 
knew of no way whereby the town 
could receive compensation for the 
amount paid unless through an 
agreement for the free vse of the 
county roadmaking machinery. Tle 
sawe concession should be clai:ned by 
the incor) crated yillvges. ne Coun- 
ty could do this without infringing 
upou any of the provisions of the 
government act. 

Ald. Touchburn—“The concession 
would be a very swall return for 
what we would have to pay—nearly 
$16,000 in the 20 years.” 

Ald. Sinclair expressed his disap- 
proyal of the proposed bargain, hold- 
ing thal the money was badly needed 
for the town streets.

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PLANK VS. CONCRETE. 


No More Plank Walks to be Laid in 
Toronto, 


The following extract from the re- 
port of the last meeting of Toronto 
City Council may haye escaped the 
eyes of our aldermen, and will cer- 
tainly interest many of our citizens, 
os it refers to a matter regarding 
which some have expressed yeny de~ 
oided opinions: 

The bateh of local improvements 
recommended by the Works Commit- 
tee was approved, excepting the 
plank sidewalks. 

“Taking Into account the life of 
each, is a concrete or aplank side- 
walk the cheaper?” Ald. Sheppard 
asked the Engineer. 

“Concrete is the cheaper,” said tha 
Engineer. j 

Ald. Sheppard—‘Why don’t you re- 
commend concrete In local improve- 
ments initiated by the department?” 

The City Engineer said the Works 
Departinent had decided to lay con- 
crete within a certain area, and out- 
side of that plank walks were per- 
milsslye. 

The board (will recommend the 
Works Committee to consider the ad- 
yisability of laying concrete walks 
exclusively, A five-foot plank walk 
costs 82 cents per foot, and a five- 
foot concrete walk 45 cents. The 
former muy last six years and the 
latter 20 years: A wooden walk has 
to be paid for in three years; a 
concrete cement walk in ten years.

Britain’s Heir-Apparent Arrives’ 
at the City of Quebec. 


DUKE AND DUC..ESS WELCOMED 


Royal Yacht Ophir, Escorted by British 


Warships, Lands Its Royal Passengers 


Safely at Quebec—The Scene at 


the Landing—The Royal Salute 
—The Subsequeut Functions— 
The People Enthusiastic. 


Quebec, Sept. 17.—Just 41 years 
ago, in 1860, the Prince of Wales, | 
now King Edward VII., received a! 
loyal welcome in this ancient City 
of Quebec. Yesterday, his son, the 
Duke of Cornwall and York, landed 
at exactly the same spot where his 
father first stepped on Canadian 
soil, and to the son, as to the fath- 
er, a patriotic people extended a 
warm and spontaneous welcome. It 
is the third visit of the Duke to | 
Canada. ‘This time he comes as the 
hein-upparent to the throne of Great 
Britain and Treland, and is, more- 
over, accompanied by his charming 
and accomplished wife, and the re- 
ception tendered the royal pair was fi 
such as must have impressed them. | 

It was well past 9.80 before the 
Ophir and her escort were seen slow-j{ 
ly turning Point Levis. Already the 
Dufferin terrace was lined with peo- 
ple standing three or four deep 
along the railing or clamboring on’ 
the chairs and the glacis, the grand 
battery and every other point of van- 
tage were occupied by throngs of 


eager spectators. On the north shore - 


a fleet of nearly a dozen tugs had 
put out to meet her, and they fell 
into line behind the squadron as it 
turned Point Levis. { 

On each side of the Ophir and a 
little away astern came H.M.S. Dia- 
dem and Niobe, first-class auisers, 
and behind them again B.S. Inde 
fatigable and Tribune, second-class 
cruisers. The course steered was a 
wide circle well over to the Beauport 
shore, and as they slowly and majes- 
tically proceeded up the river, a won- 
derful idea of strength and determun- 
ation was given. 

As the ships got abreast of the 
Custom House, the British squadron 
and the French cruiser ran up fags 
in rainbow fashion. The marines aft 
and the blue jackets forward, 1an- 
ned their decks, and salutes of 21 
guns thundered out from them and 
the Citadel. The Ophir also liad Fer 
decks manned and carried the Royal 
Standard on her mainmast, with the 
American ensign at half mast just 
below. The great rake of her funnels 
and spars gave her an appearance of

The Late John Magwoad. 

We regret exceedingly to have to 
announce the very sudden death, 
from apendicitis, of one of the most 
promiuent citizens of this town—Mr.

JOINT ACYION SUGGESTED, 


United States May Co-operate With Cam- 
ada to Prevent Fish Dyuamiting. 


Ottawa, Sept. J The Department | 
of Marine and Wisherles has coanmun- 
icated with United States Senator 
Halo relative to action being taken 
to prevent the dynamiting of fish in 
Canadian and Anierican waters. 

The Canadian proposition is to 
make jt a criminal offence either to 
Jand at m Canadian port fish killed 
by dynamite or for Canadian fish- 
ing vessels to carry dynamite or 
other explosives. Senator Hale writes | 
to the department from Ellsworth, 
Maine, as follows: 

“1 cannot tell you just what will 
be included in the proposed legisla- 
tion to prevent the killing of fish in 
Atlantic waters bordering on (an 
ada until I learn the feel{ng of the 
Committee of the Senate having the 
matter in charge. It will cover, of 
course, the two points which you 
name, and I shall be glad to co-op- 
erate as to the form and extent of 
legislation with anything which shall 
be done by your Parliament."

Otttawa, Sept. 12—The Depart- 
ment of Customs yesterday handed 
out a statement of the imports and 
exports of Canada by countries dur- 
ing the fiscal year ending June 31st. 
The total value of goods imported 
was $190,415,525, as against $189,- 
622,514 in the previous year, or an 
fnerease of $792,012. The total 
value of goods entered for consump- 
tion was $181,237,988, an advance 
of $423,672, as compared with the 
preceding twelve months, when the 
figures were $180,404,216, Of the 
total imports $105,969,756 were 
dutiable and $75,268,222 were free, 
as against  $104,246,795 dutiable 
and $76,457,521 free in 1900. The 
total duty collected amounted to 
$29,106,979, or $217,869 ahead of 
the previous fiscal year. The im- 
ports from Great Britain for con- 
sumption amounted to $42,164,297, 
as aguinst $44,789,720 for the year 
previous, a reduction of about one 
million and three-quarters.

Sept. 3rd says that “the government 
regard the drain of Irish emigration 
wlth cquanimity, if not with Gelizit 
They also regard it as a welecme 
excuse for reducing the Itish repre- 
sentaton in parliament. lt is traly 
British policy; first rive the peo- 
pie from the country In despite of 
the protest of their represeutatives, 
then reduce the number Uf the re- 
presentatives on the ground that 
the population hay diminished. But 
it is dunecessa¥y to labor that poiat. 
Neither the government nor the 
Jandlords can afford openly to re- 
Joice at the fatal tide of Trish emi- 
fration. Both the government and 
the landlords confess that tne eril 
is in the land system, which induess, 
even compels il. All agree that the 
remedy is In a general pur 
and distribution scheme which 
will mak= the tenants owners of ade= 
quate holdings.” . > 

While the parties concerned ace 
getting ready to apply the remedy, 
the emigration will of ceurse coir. 
tinue, aad during that period, which 
may be long or short, it will be 
well for our government 10 take ac- 
tion on the lines suggested by Hon. 
G. W. Ross. There is pieuty of room 
in Ganada, where land is cheap, for 
the whole population of Ircla od, and 
we haye the word of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier that Irishmen ara Canada’s 
best settlers. At any rato, it is well 
Known that the Peterboro and Lind- 
Say districts were sallled three-quar 
ters of century ago by immi- 
Grants from the soath of Ireland, 
under the dirsetion of Hon) Peter 
Robinson, There were no railways 
In those days, and the laod upoa 
which those Irish immigrants were 
placed was heavily wooed, bit they 
worrled through the initial ditficai- 
ties and became very prosperous. 
What is to hinder men of the same 
raco from prospering in Manitoba, 
or in Northern Ontario? Some of 
vh¢ Home Rulers in Ireland may ob- 
ject to (he losing of their constitu- 
ents but th-y Gan console themselves 
with the thought that landlordy 
without tenants are not the happlest 
fellows in the world. Canada is not 
afrafd of any embarrassment from 
the Trish question, for this Gountey 
enjoy# home rute, and there is no 
predominant factor in Canada to rob 
the Trishman's vote of its due share 
of influence.

The Beet Sugar Industry. 

St. Thomas Journai, The failure 
factory in Michi- 
gar should not be without itz iesson 
in Ontario, where so many are pro- 
jected. Gut of o number establish- 
ed in that State this is the first 
failure reported, the reason being 
that sufficient beets cowld not be 
got in the neighborhuod to supply it. 
Where such a large capital is re- 
quired to establish a factory it is 
evident that it shovid not be done 
without first obtaining a reason- 
able guarantee that the requisi 
quantity of beets will be grown. 
There seems to be one difficulty 
about inducing farmers to evgage 
in the growth of sugar beets. Au- 
thorities upon the subject say a large 
amount of manual Inbor must be em- 
ployed and that horse machines can- 
bot take the place of the hand hoz. 
1t is quite possible that the author- 
ities may be wrong, but If they are 
not, farmers are sc-accustomed now 
to doing work by machine that they 
will not readily take to the growth 
sof any product which requices a 
great deal of band labor, though it 
does offer large profits.

MR. ROSS IN TRIUMPH 


Great Demonstration to Welcome 
Home Ontario’s Premier. 


GREETED ASA LEADER OF MEN. 


The Promier, In His Address, Advocates 


the Broadening of Our Idoas—The 


Trade Possibilitlos Within the Em- 


pire Discussod—Hope Yet for 
British Proference to tho 
Colonies, 

Ningoara, Ont., Sept. 23.—Won. 
Geo. W. Ross, Premier of Ontario, 
was welcomed back Saturday from 
the old land with on unexampled 


demonstration of personal and poli- 
tical devotion. A thousand people, 
men from every walk of life, and 
many women, crossed the lake from 
Toronto to Niagara to escort him 
from tho frontier to his home, These 
were Joined by half thelr number 
from the Niagara district, and from 
the combined assemblage the Pre 
mier received a greeting that must 
have warmed his heart. When he 
alighted from the Michigan Central 
train opposite the park, which is 
one of the many beauties of Nia- 
gara-on-the-Lake, the strains of 
“Tho Conquering Hero’’ were almost 
drowned by the cheers of his friends. 
His colleagues w the first to greet 
him, but the crowd pressed closely 
around them, and a hundred hands 
were thrust forward to grasp his. 
The procession which had marched 
from the landing stage to the park 
quickly reformed and escorted Mr. 
Ross to the large pavilion, where a 
formal welcome was extended by 
Mr. H. M. Mowat, K. C., President 
of the Toronto Reform Association. 
Most men, if called upon the mo- 
ment they concluded an exhausting 


ocean and land journey to address 
an open-air meeting of welcome, 
would acknowledge the compliment 


in a very general way and plead fa- 
tigue. That is a word that has no 
place in the Premier’s vocabulary, 
and in a voice vibrant and full of 
power he delivered an address 
eloquent, broad-minded, Imperialis- 
tic and practical, that will stir the 
loyalty and stimulate the thought of 
every Canadian. It was the speech 
of a leader of men, a leader in 
thought and in action. 


Address of Welcome. 


H. M. Mowat, in welcoming the 
Premier, said that there were present 
old Liberals, new Liberals, Imperial- 
ists and clean Grits, men who love a 
leader who leads. The Liberals had 
always admired Mr. Ross’ leadership, 
which was characterized by a set 
and honest purpose. He said, in the 
coming campaign, Liberals would fall 
in behind the leader, in whom they 
had such confidence. 


The Premier’s Reply. 


Replying, Mr. Ross said he would 
be strangely constituted indeed if he 
did not appreciate the welcome that 
had been accorded him. He left On- 
tario for two purposes. He wanted 
to look over the Eritish ground for 
himself and he needed a holiday. He 
had conversed with many prominent 
people in England, and he felt 
that he was now better equipped for 
his duties than he ever was before. 
He was returning in good health 
and spirits, quite satisfied that Can- 
ada is prosperous. 

It was gratifying that public opin- 
ion had changed in England with re- 
gard to Canada, but it would not 
hurt if they were better informed 
with recard to Canada than they 
are. While the speaker was in Eng- 
Jand he tested the feeling of Eng- 
lishmen on several matters afiecting 
Canada. The policy of Wngland 
with regard to preferential trade 
Was touched upon, and Mr. Ross said 
the English regard the preference as 
a tangible gift which Canada has 
Jnid at the feet of the Empire, and 
they express approval of what Can- 
ada has done. The attitude of Can- 
ada towards the Empire in the 
South African war has struck a 
chord in the hearts of the English 
people which nothing else could have 
done. 

The Premier said he had remon- 
strated with public men with regard 
to the feeling of indifference that ex- 
ists in some quarters to the colon- 
jes, but he believed that we our- 
selves have not done our full duty 
in bringing Canada before the notice 
of the Empire. Jt was very difficult 
to get Bnglishmen to sit down and 
consider specially the affairs of one 
colony alone In a conversation 
with Mr. Chamberlain he had asked 
why it was that Pngland had not 
given more attention to the affairs 
of Canada, and the Colonial Secre- 
tary answered that Canada was not 
the only colony, and, while England 
has done as much as she could, sho 
Was not able to deal with Canada 
as generously as Canadians think she 
ought to have done. 

We must broaden our ideas, snid 
Mr. Moss. We have a world-wide 
Empire, and it may take some time 
to work out the possibilities of trado 
within the Empire. 

He had investigated the possibili- 
ties of the British market for Cana- 
dian products. He had gone through 
the Liverpool and Manchester mar- 
kets, and had found that nine-tenths 
of the products exhibited in those 
markets we were able to supply as 
Well as they can buy elsewhere, and 
yet Canada does not supply more 
than 10 per cent, ; 

Ts there any hope that Britain will 
give n preference to Canadian goods 
in her markets? He had pressed jt on 
Englishincn that they are doing as 
much for their onemies as they are 
for their friends. There is a strong 
undercurrent of feeling in favor of a 
preference. They haye got settled 
dewn to accept the doctrine cf free 
trade, so that anzouc wao auyoenucs 
fiv other policy is looked upon as 
a heretic. Public men hesitate to ex- 
press themselyes on this guestion. 
Public opinion cannot be moulded in 
a day; but the Premier felt sure that 
England was coming more into touch

We had been asked 
the feeling of Canada towards the 
war, and he told them that the war 
must go on to a Satisfactory conclu- 
sion 

We had heard of the prosperity of 
Canada while he was asyay, and of 
the great success of the harvesting 
operations. 

The Premier, adverting to the 
terms of the address, said of the Op- 
position ond its leader: “I om 
glad that peace and quiteness reigns 
in political circles. (Cheers.) I 
learn that Mr. Whitney made o 
speech while I was away; that was 
to be expected, he can’t help mak= 
ing a speech, (Laughter.) I recciv- 
ed the paper with a portion of his 
spesch os I was embarking at Liv- 
erpool and I read that speech, and 
learned that he thought the policy 
of the Liberal party is so good that 
he must imitate it in every particu- 
lar.

GOLDWIN SMITH ON ANARCHY. 


Prof. Goldwin Smith's yiews on an- 
archy are produced in the Weekly 
Sun. They are hits from the shoal- 
der, and should receive the careful 
consideration of every thinking man. 
He says: 

“When the masters of the world 
meet in council for the repression 
of aparchism we all approve. But, 
after all, whats anar¢bism but the 
exaggeration. in ‘a distempered mind 
of the spirit of violence and disdain 
of Jaw with which these potentates 
are themselves filling the nations? 
What is it but anarchism when, in- 
stead af settling a dispute wheney- 
er it is possible by arbitration, they 
choosa to settle il with the sword? 
What is it but anarchism when they 
vie with each other in the construc- 
tivn of bloated armumeuts, at the 
same time kindling everywhere the 
flames of international hatred and 
stimulating the lust of war? What 
is it but anarchism when one of them 
grasping a territory to which he hag 
no rizht, lets loose his soldiery to 
choke the rivers with the bodies of 
innocent people and spil infanzs on 
their bayonets? What is it bul an- 
archism when another of them em- 
braces the author of the Armenian 
massacres? We all abhor the act 
of the wretched miscreant at Bul- 
falo and deplore the tragic fate of 
his victim. But had not the yictim, 
te keep himeelf and party in power, 
made war without a cauée, refusing 
arbitration when it was tendered 
him, aud using a manifest fiction to 
inflame the passions of the people? 
If contempt of municipal law and 
government is anarchism, so in its 
away is contempt of the law of hu- 
manity and of the moral goveroment 
of the universe.” 


THE BEET SUGAR INDUSTRY. 


(Monetary Times, Toronto.) 

One of the most striking features 
of the Toronto Exhibition, and one 
manifesting the newest large «des 
velopment in this country in the ng- 
riculiural line, was the exhibit by 
the Ontario goyernment of several 
beds of sugar beets in all stages of 
Growth. Few staple crops need nore 
picety Gi manipulation, more atten- 
tion to detail; in a word, more 
scientific culture than do bests in- 
tended for th2 production of sug: 
£0 tliat, for farmers and others who 
intend to become largely interested 
in this comparatively new product 
of Canadian +01, the value of the ex- 
hibit, as an object lesson, has no 
Coubt teen very great. 

There is, liowever, another side to 
this question of growing beets for 
the manufacture of sugar in Can- 
ada. Is the business not likely to 
be overdone? We do not mean that 
ihere is any 1 k2lihood of the produc- 
tion of sugar belng more than suffi- 
cient for the demand,—at any rate 
for a long time to come, for tha con- 
sumption is sufficlently enormons. 
We have in mind, rather, the fact 
that in various parts of this pro- 
vince alone there must be nore than 
a €ozen beet-sugar propositions be- 
jug considered at the present mo- 
ment. me of these no doubt are 
reputable enterprises, and ar2 back- 
ed by men not only of real worth 
in the financial world, but of well 
tcoznized commercial acumen, who 
are well aware of the truth’ that it 
lakes many factors to make a real 
success of a business proposition 
that, on the face of it, looks as 
though it ought to be successful. 
Nor should it be forgotten that this 
Industry has been attempted before, 
in other parts of the Dominion, and 
that it was a failure. 

Certainly, the admission may be 
made that more Is kuown now-o- 
days about both the culture of beets 
and their manufacture into sugar 
than wae the case In former years, 
but neyertheless we think it would 
prove good policy on the part of peo- 
plc in keveral places just now to go 
ahead a little more siowly in this 
matter. It is very noteworthy {hat 
an Ontario bect sugar enterprise was 
abandoned th» other day, aft-r much 


money had been expended, for the 
reason that the farmers of (the 
neighborhood had pot pt up to 
their promises to Gultivate the su- 


gar beet, ond therefore th: fac- 
tory had not the raw material to 
work on. Are the men who seeming- 
ly are so willing to promote thaxe 
enterprises In. somo of our rural 
towns fully cognizant of all the re- 
quirements of the ease? And are 
the farmers and others who are 
backing th s+ enterprises with their 
Collars and thelr iabor, prepared to 
make allowances beforehand for the 
several difficulties which are prac- 
tically sura 1o manifest themselves 
as soon as thelr schemes leave the

Visit to Squier & Fon's Warehouses— 

40 Girls and 12 Men Bmployed 
Our citizens may feel sati«fied with 
the WNght <ncouragement given 
{o Messrs. Squier & Sou, pea grow- 
crs, to Jocate in Lindsay. A repre- 
sentative of The Post had occasion 
fo yisit their warehouses on Tues- 
day, and was surprised at the volume 
of business being done by the firm, 
Tha handling and storage buildings 
afford  spaee of 009 square 
feet, every inch of which js taken 
up with peas grown by the farmers 
of this locality. 

The picking rcom will give employ- 
ment to about sixty girls wheo in 
full operation; just noyy about AO 
ore engnged in sorting out lnper- 
fect peas. A staff of twelve men 
ja alec cmployed in the warehouse to 
handily and slip the stoc The peas 
nro-recelyed from the farmers on 
{h« lower floor of the building, where 
cach bog is tagg2d with the owner's 
name and; the kind of pea it con- 
tuins. The bag is then placed on an 


ingenious bag elevator, which lifts 
the 


ié to the floor above, where 


proce 
assed along to the 
picking; room, wh tliey are eare- 
fully hand-picked by girls. After be- 
ing returned to the bags they are 
senl to the bug cleaning licuse and 
put ‘through a chemical process 
which entirely destroys the bug, 
whether in the developing stage or 
active. To accomplish this farmers 
are required to deliver a5 s00n as 
postible after they have Uyreshed.

If we 
are te have a factory in thispart 
of the province we must al once find 
oit absut two things. The location 
is to be decided within ten a: 
a fortnight at the least. The we 
crn people are much more advanceil 
in this preliminary work than we 
are. Hence the urgency of this ap- 
peal for information. The factory 
proposed to be erected wili have a 
capacity of GOO tons daily, That 
means, in a campaizn cf 100 days, 
an aggrsgate of 60,000 tons of beets, 
or at an average of 15 tons per 
were the product of 4,000 acres. 
Such a factory wiil cost upwards of 
$500,000. It will employ 200 men, 
besides affording wors for eoopers 
and other tradesmen, whose activ- 
ities are necessary im operatin= so 
large an Industry as the manufac. 
ture of beet sugar. The soil best 
suited for sugar beets is clay loam: 
Manuring and deep cuitlyation tm the 
fall are cssential. The returns un- 
der theses conditions are hishiy pro- 
fitable. $4 a ton is the losvest price 
paid (guaranteed by the govern- 
ment), with a rising seale where the 
beets run over 12 per cent.

Mr. McKinley’s Memory. 


DAY'S MOST PATHETIC FEATURE ' 


to Be Present 
Floral 


Mrs. McHinley Unable 


at the Funeral—Wonderful 


Tributes Impressive Decorations 


in the Church—Sorrowing Neigh- 


bors Gather Around the 


McKinley Cottage. 


Canton, Sept. 20—With majestic 
solemnity, surrounded by his coun- 
trymen and his townspeople, in the 
presence of the President of the 
United States, the Cabinet, the jus- ; 
tices of the United States Supreme 
Court, Senators and Representatives 
in Congress, the heads of military 
and naval establishments, the Gov- 
ernors of States, and a great con- 
course of people who had known and 
loved him, all that is mortal of the 
third President to fall by an  as- 
Sassin’s bullet, was yesterday com- 
mitted to the grave. It was a spec- 
tacle of mournful grandeur. Can- 
ton ceased to be a town and swelled 
to the proportions of a great city. 
From every town and hamlet in 
Ohio, from the remote corners of the 
State, and from the east and west 
the human tide flowed into the town 
until 100,000 people were within its 
gates, here to pay their last tribute 
to the fallen chief. 

The final scenes at the First Me- 
thodist Church, where the funeral 
Services were held, and qt the beau- 
tiful West Lawn Cemetery, where tho 
body was consigned to a vault, were 
simple and impressive. i 

The service at the church consist- 
ed of a brief oration prayers, by 
the ministers of three denomina- 
tions, ond singing by a quartette. 
The body was then taken to West 
Lawn Cemetery and placed in a re ' 
ceiving vauit, pending the time when 
it will be finally laid to rest beside 
the dead children, who were buried 
years ago. The funeral procession 
Was very imposing and included not 
only the representatives of the army | 
and navy of the United States, but 
the entire m{litary strength of the | 
State of Ohio and hundreds of civic, 
fraternal and other organizations. It 
Was two miles Jong. 

One of the most pathetic features 
of the day was the absence of Mrs. 
McKinley from the funeral services 
at the church and from the cemetery 
when-the body of her husband was 
laid to rest. Since the first shock 
of the shooting, then of death, then 
of through the ordeal of State cere 
monies, she had borne up bravelmm 
monies, she had borne up bravely. 
But there was a limit to human cn- 
durance, and when yesterday came 
it found her too weak to pass 
through the trials of the final cere- 
monies. Through the open door of 
her room she heard the prayer of the 
minister as the body was borne out 
of the house. After that Dr. Rixey 
remained close by her side, and, al- 
though the full force of the calamity 
had come upon her, it was believed 
by those about her that there was 
@ providential mercy in her tears, 
os they gave some relief to the an- 
guish of the heart within, 

At 7 o'clock last night, President 
Roosevelt and the members of the 
Cabinet started back to Washing- 


ton. 
100,000 PEOPLE PRESENT. 
Canton, Ohio, Sept. 20— The 


streets of the little city of Canton 
this morning were filled with waving 
plumes, prancing horses and densely 
packed bodies of moving men,  as- 
sembling here for the procession 
which was to escort the remains 


of 
the Inte President from the church 
to West Lawn Cemetery during the 


afternoon. 

The biggest crowd in the history 
of Canton, which was here during 
the campaign of 1896, estimated at 
over 60,000, was cxeceded yesterday, 

At 1.20 the funeral procession 
started from the McKinley residence 
for the church. The body of-the Pres- 
ident was taken into the church at 
140 p.m. 


“tne cotleccion of ituwers was prod- 
ably the most beautiful ever seen in 
the United States. The conservator- 
ies of the country had been denuded 
to supply them. By the direction of 
the monarchs of Burope, the South 
American rulers, the Governors of 
the British colonies in Australia and 
Canada, the Emperor of Japan — 
from the four quarters of the ‘earth 
in fact — came directions to adorn 
the bier of McKinley with flowers 
whose fragrance might be symbolical 


of the sweétness and purity of the 
ended life. But these tributes from 
foreign countries were buried be- 


neath the floral tributes of McKin- 
ley’s countrymen. There were tons 
and tons of them, and a list of those 
who sent them would be almost a 
complete roster of those prominent 
in the official, commercial and social 
life of the United States. 

Towards noon the crowds in the 
vicinity of the McKinley cottage-had 
increased to tens of thousands. The 
vast throng was contented, however, 
to gaze at the curtained windows. 
Within the chamber of death all was 
intensely silent. 

Just at 1 o’clock the black ch.rg- 
ers of the Cleveland troops swept 
down the streets, their-riders four 
abreast in their brilliant Hussar uni- 
form, with flags bound in crepe and 
every sabre hilt bearing its fluttering 
emblem of mourning. Their coming 
was the signal for the approach of 
President Roosevelt and the mem- 
bers of the Cabinet. The Presidential 
party moved up the walk to the en- 
trance of the house and formed

Now the perxt of me cnurcn vens 
began, and every steeple in Canton 


gave its dolorous plaint. It was 1.15 
o'clock, and the time had come for 
taking up the body. A brief private 
service had been held within the 
darkened chamber. Dr. Manchester 
saying a prayer, while the relatives 


gathered~around and Mrs. McKinley 
listened frota tne half-open door of 
her adjoining room, 


‘Phe double file of body-bearers 
now stepped into the room, and, 
raising the flag-wrapped casket to 


their shoulders, bore it through the 
open entrance. A solemn hush fell 
upon the multitude, as the bearers 
advanced with measured tread. Ten- 
derly the coffin was committed to 
the hearse, and the silence was 
broken as the order to march passed 
from ofticer to officer. 

The great precession now took up 
its mournful journey, passing under 
the sweep of giant arches, robed in 
black, between two living tides of 
humanity, along the streets, cover- 
ing housetops and filling the  win- 
dows. The church bells still were 
tolling, mingling thei dismal tones 
with the cadenge of the funeral 
dirges. S 

At cither side of the hearse march- 
ed the guard of military and naval 
honor, the generals on the right, led 
by General Miles, and the admirals 
on the left, led by Adjutant Farqu- 
hat. Then came the long line of 
carriages for the relatives and 
friends, and, after them, the innum- 
erable miJitia and civil orgunizations 
thal had assembled to pay their last 
honor to the fallen chief. In the 
line were division after division of 
Knights Templar, Knights of Py- 
thias, Masons, Oddfellows and repre- 
sentatives of benevolent orders, 
8 of Comnierce, as well as 
fons of citizens of cities and 

throughout the State and 


country. 

Tt was 1.50 when the procession 
Passed the Court Mouse and turned 
into Tuscarawas strect to the state- 
ly stone cdifiee where the funeral 
Services were to be held.

The scene in the church when the 
casket was’ carried in on the brawny 
shoulders of the soldiers nnd sailors 
was profoundly impressive, The de- 
corations in black were very rich, 
but it was the floral display at the 
front of the church which filled the 
whole edifice with glory. The centre 
of it all was a great wreath of Am- 
eriean beaut ming a black 
bor in the portrait of President 


Melxinley, From it, extending out- 
wards and upward, was a perfect 
wealth of gorgeous blossoms. The ef- 
fect was as if a great rushing wave 
of color had broken into flowers at 
the foot of the bier, 

Almost directly aboye the support 


for the coflin, a sunburst of lights 
glittered like brilliant stars in a 
dark sky. Tha light without came 


dimly through the stained glass 
windows. 

The Congressional party filled up 
the entire east section of the pews 


and the rear half of the two central 
sections. The local clergymen occu- 
pied the seats below the organ usu- 
ally occupied by the choir. All had 


risen as the coflin was borne in. The | 
mourning relatives occupied the tier ; 


of pews in the left of the centre 
aisle. Mr. and Mrs. Abner McKinley 


led the way, followed by the other 
immediate relatives. 
The fourth pew from the front, 


that was always occupied by Presi- 
dent McKinley, was draped in black 
and remained vacant. After all had 
been seated, the door leading into 
the Sabbath school was opened and 


the seats arranged below, as well 
as those in the balcony, were soon 
filled with the representatives of 


various organizations and the fellow 
townsmen of the martyred President. 
Conspicuous among these were the 
survivors of the 2nd Ohio, President 
McKinley's old regiment, who 
brought into the church the tattered 
battle flags the regiment had carried 
throughout the civil war. 

It was after 2 o'clock when the 
quartette arose aud lifted up their 
voices with the touching words of 
“Beautiful “Isle of Somewhere.’’ 
When the sound of the last line had 
died away Rev. ©. R. Milligan, pas- 
tor of the First Presbyterian Church, 
in which President and Mrs, McKin- 


ley were married-30 years ago, of- 
fered a fervent prayer. 
Dr. John A. Hull, pastor of the 


Trinity Lutheran Church, then read 
from the Bible the beautiful 
psalm, and Rev. E. P. Herbruck 
verses 41 and 58 of the 28th chap- 
ter of I. Corinthians. 

With great fecling he read the in- 
eviying words, telling of the mystery 
that’ all WOuld nov sicep, ou 
would be changed: 

Dr. E, ©. Manchester then deliver- 
ed an address, which lasted 24 min- 
utes, on the life af the late Presi- 
dent, and the lessons taught by his 
noble character and death. 

Bishop I. W. Joyce of Minneapolis, 
followed with a brief prayer, and 
the services were concluded with the 
singing of the hymn which President 
McKinley repeated on his deathbed, 
“Nearer My God to Thee.’’ The en- 
tire congregation arose and joined 
in the last stanza. Father Valtman 
of Chicago, chaplain of the 29th In- 


an 


fantry, pronounced the benediction. 
Then the notes of the organ again 
arose. The coffin was taken up and 
borne from the church, The rela- 
tives and those in official life went 
out in the order they had entered. 
Jt was after 3 o'clock when the 
silent and anxious throng outside 
the church saw the solemn pageant 
reappear through the church doors. 
Virst came the guard of military 
and naval honor, the generals ond 
admirals forming in double line Jead- 
ing from the entrance to the wait- 


ing hearse. Again the Mng-draped 
casket, with wealth of flowers, ap- 
peared and was committed to the 


hearse. The President and members 
of the Cabinet followed, arm in arm, 
and stepped into the waiting car- 
riages The relatives entered car 
riages next. Then the sc adron of 
troopers broke from thelr battalion 
front, and, wheeling into platoons, 
took up the march to the grave. 

The line of the funeral march from 
the church to the cemetery was 
about one and a half miles in 
length. he route was north to 
carawas street from the church to 
Lincoln street, west on Lincoln 
Street to West Third street, and 
north one square to the gates of the 
cemetery. 

For hours before the time set for 
the commencement of the funcral 
services at the McKinley home the 
streets along te entire length of the 
line of march was crowded with 
spectators. 

There was not a window that com- 
manded a view of the march that 
was not filled with faces, the num- 
erous stands were crowded to their 
utmost capacity, and on the roofs 
were hundreds of people. From 9 
o'clock in the morning until late in 
the afternoon, by which time the 
last of the parade han passed the 
church on its way to the cemetery, 
this condition prevailed. No great 
er reverence has ever been shown to 
any man, living or dead, than was 
exhibited toward the dead President 
yesterday. As the funeral car pass- 
ed through the strects the men and 
women sobbed convulsively. 

It was exactly four minutes ufter 
four when the funeral car bore the 
remains of the dead President 
through the gateway of his Tast rest- 
ing place, Twenty minutes after 
that time the brief services at the 
vault were over, the members of the
